When the giant wave called, “cros 


mountainous” by seafaring men, drove 
with a silken sullen fury against the 
Indian City, she had been proceed- 
ing along the more dangerous side of 
the typhoon, 30 miles south of Shang- 
hal, for several hours, bound for Vlad- 
ivostok with salt from Black Sea ports 

The only warning of its approach 
was a singing, hirsing sound, It was 
murky black midnight Captain R 
Hellings, S, Wheaton, hird mate, and 
three of the crew were on the bridge 

The water struck the ship on the 
starboard side and ra her from 
fore to poop. It crashed on the 
bridge, broke it, and washed all but 
the captain to the lower deck, where 
they clung for several minutes, ‘The 
ship's master was temporarily pinned 
beneath an awning rod 

No one saw how, Murphy received 
the injuries which resulted in his 
death, He had just been relieved 
from the wheel and it believed the 
wave caught him as he was making 
his way to his cabin,
